Sim,—The comparative.neagreness of the 
suggestions which F underataud, are xt:pre- 
sant before the Committes muit™be-m 
excuse for placing; beforé=them and the 
public the views of a non-exalted member 
of the Community, 

The First suggestion is that of a road 
round the ialand, By all means let us-have 
the road and a8 soon. 3 possible, and aince 
the Jubilee has called forth so strong an 
opinion of its desirabilily, certainly name it 
the Jubilee Road. But surely we may 
confidently leave so departmental a matter 
to the care of our conscientious Surveyor 
General and the Wxeeutive Council. % 

The Second is that the valuable site now 
being rapidly reclaimed in front ‘of the 
Oricket Groand and the City Hall should 
bo laid out es a Public Garden. Seeing 
that the value of this land is estimated at 
some $300,000, and that it would tend to 
intensify the evil of tho ‘divided city,’ we 
may well pause boforo committing ourselves 
tosuch an ill-advised piece of extravagance. 

Tho Third is that of a Public Library and 
Reading Room. But we have these already 
in the Oity Holl. It only ‘rests with the

Nov. M. Etiennr tho Under-Secretary of 
State, bad high praise for Francd’s more 
racent acquisition in the Far Bust, though 
in his second speech, delivered in teply to 
some severe criticiams from M. Clémencoan, 
he was forced to admit that the present 
state of affairs iu the Indo-Obincac Penin- 
sula was not altogether as brilliant as might 
be wished, Ho’ promiesd, however, to do 
all that he cuiild to place the administration 
on a thoroughly practical footing, M. Clé- 
mencesu had pronounced tho local: govern- 
ment deplorable,- and in so doing he 
had -repeated the criticisms . already 
made by M. Le Myre de Vilers, who 
bad declared that.there was nothing but 
disorder snd abuses in Tongking.
